It was following tbiaj 
declaration th at Commissioner A. 
Eddlem an moved to have Mr. Dyer 
selected tem porarily. The commis­ 
sioners voted unanimously on it. 
Mr. Dyer was then called in and 
asked for his views on the position. 
I 
“Gentlemen, I believe the posi­ 
tion calls for a quick thinker, a 
hard w orker and a thorough busi­ 
ness m an,” he said. “The man you 
select should be unanim ous to you 
so th at he can have the confidence 
of all.” 
Mr. 
Dyer also stated 
th at 
he 
would be satisfied with alm ost any 
salary during his tem porary term 
of office and th at he would do all 
he could to see the machinery of 
the m anagerial form of government 
in good working order. 
The com missioners voted unani­ 
mously to have R. A. Hefner the 
newly elected commissioner at large 
serve as mayor. Mr. H efner express­ 
ed his appreciation of the confi­ 
dence reposed in him and stated 
that it was his hope th at the com­ 
m issioners would be harm onious in 
their 
workings. 
He also declared 
that he thought the commissioners 
handling the business of the city 
hitherto were com petent and effici­ 
ent. 
The office of judge of the munici­ 
pal court was tem porarily filled also 
in order to allow of a man being 
chosen who could give 
his 
time, 
after completing the court session, 
to some other work for 
the 
city. 
This, it was pointed out by Mayor 
Hefner, would justify the salary be­ 
ing paid the judge. The same argu­ 
ment was adduced for the position 
of city attorney. 
Commissioner

It is not unlikely, according to 
suggestion made by Mayor Hefner j 
that one man will be chosen to act j 
as city attorney and as judge of 
the municipal court. The commis­ 
sioners will thresh out this m atter 
at a called meeting to be held In j 
the near future.

com missioners 
adjourned , 
subject to a call m eeting by the ma­ 
yor. The regular meeting will be 
held once a month. The exact date 
will be determ ined later.

made until the office of city m an­ 
ager is made perm anent. The m at­ 
ter is expected to be disposed of 
at the next called meeting. 
The city m anager, however, will

commissioners. 
He 
will also be empowered to make ex­ 
penditures under $250 w ithout w rit­ 
ten contract, and under $500 w ith­ 
out the approval of the commission­ 
ers. He will have the full reigns 
of the city government in his hands 
and will personally direct each de­ 
partm ent. 
The city commissioners and the 
mayor will fill their positions w ith­ 
out rem uneration, being sim ilar to 
the members of the school board in 
their functions.
